The central theme for the series will be "Learning to Know 
America's Music." The musical compositions to be used are named on 
the inclosed list, The United States Marine Band will again play for 
this series of radio programs, Annotations relative to the composi-~ 
tions or their composers will be broadcast each month, Copies of these 
annotations will be mimeographed and distributed to each State club 
leader and to others specifically requesting copies. 


On or about the 15th of cach month, there will be mailed from 
Washington to all extension workers throughout the United States, 
ennouncements of the program to be broadcast on the first Saturday of 
the ensuing month, Publicity should be given to these announcements, 


The National 4~H Club Radio Programs, "always on the first 
Saturday of each month," are broadcast over the National Broadcasting 
Co.'s coast-to-coast network of stations curing the Netional Farm 
and Home Hour, 12,30 to 1.20 p.m., eastern standard time; 11,30 a.m, 
to 12.30 p.m., central standard time; 10.30 to 11.0 a.m., mountain 
standard time; and 9.30 to 10.30 a.m., Pacific standard time. 


Any State, any county, or any local 4-H club may coordinate its 
musical program for the year with the National 4-H Music Achievement 
Test,

By the use of phonographic records, orchestras, bands, piano, or 
other means, these certain selections may be used frequently at 4-H 
club meetings, Annotations may be given by club members or others. 


At the close of the series of radio programs, some means should 
be provided for a final check-up or 4-H music achievement test. A State, 
county, or local music identification test might be held in connection 
with the National 4H Club Redio Program on Saturday, July 2, 1932, The 
annual 4—H club week at the college, the county.or local achievement day, 
the State or county fair, or the club camp offer excellent ovportunities 
for such a final music achievement test, 


Any recognition to be given to individuals, to clubs, or to counties 
as a reward for meritorious work in the music achievement test is to be 
determined by the State, county, or locality. No awards are provided by 
those in charge of the National 4-H Music Achievement Test. 


Certain States and counties will again prepare printed or mimeo- 
graphed material relative to their own 4-H musical programs. 


It is anticipated that about 40 States will, in whole or in part, 


coordinate their musical program for the year with the 1931-32 National
